Friedrich von Pajer, the German im- 
perial vice chancellor, in his speech to- 
day at Stuttgart, said that "we prefer 
on calm reflection, and even with our 
own favorable military situation, to 
abandon this idea." 


Turning to the question of the oc- 
cupied territories, the vice chancellor 
said that as a preliminary condition of 
peace for Germany and her allies those 
nations must have all their pre-war 
possessions, including the German col- 
onies, restored. Then Germany, he de- 
clared, could evacuate the occupied re- 
gions and could give back Belgium 
without encumbrance and without re- 
serve, providing no other state was 
more favorably placed in regard to Bel- 
gium than was Germany. 


He asserted Uiat Germany would 


not submit to the entente powers for 
approval or alteration the peace treat 
ies which Germany had signed with 
the Ukraine, fivssia and Rumania. 


The speech by von Payer, no doubt, 
a continuation of the long-predicted 
peace offensive on the part of Ger- 
many, followed cta-sely the speech of the 
kaiser to the employes of the Krwpp 
works in which he disclaimed respond 
bllity for the war and reiterated the de 
termination of the German people to 
continue to the end.

With the American Armj in Lor- 


raine. Thursday. Sept. 12.—The allied 
offensive on the western front for the ! 
frist time is domin.itingly American, j 
the French co operating and in a mih- ' 
tary sense it is regarding as a con 
tinning phase of the battle which be- 
pnn early last summer. 


Newton D Baker, the Ame'ican sec- ' 
reary of war. with several other nota- 
bles, witnessed the beginning of the . 
battle from a vantage point of a French j 
foit close behind the middle of the 
line. 
It was precisely one o'clock of a 


rainy, moonless night vhen a single 
dash of flame shot across the sky 
It 


was followed by other flashes, which 
gradually merged into a sheet of white 
light on the horizon. 
Gradually there began to roll fiom j 
the flame-lit area a mighty thunder 
amidst which could be distinguished 
now and then the crack and boom of 
German return shells bursting 
The front over which the attack 
was made, was so extended that the 
brilliant 
bands of vivid light soon 
stretched from far eastward to west- 
ward "lighting up the clouds. 
Soon 
there began To arise star shells, signal 
rockets and flares thrown up by the 
enemy to betray the Americans should 
they *lea~\ e their trenches suddenly to i 
begin an infantry attack. To tnis gen-1 
eral color scheme there was soon add 
ed a reddish glow as 
ammunition 


chsmps exploded and buildings set on 
fire behind the enemy lines began to 
b'aze and ammunition giving off this 
color exploded about 4 o'clock. 
The character of the artillery fire 


changed slightly, lessened a little in 
intensity and German star shells burst 
with more frequency at 5 o'clock ap- 
proached as though the enemy sus- 
pected that was the hour set. for the 
infantry attack

Some of the fellows have told us 
that retreat of the enemy was so fast 
that it was hard to keep up w ith them 
in Ford cars. From the looks of the 
dugouts and trenches which they ha-1 
constructed they had hopes of holding 
this position over winter and probably 
advancing on toward 
the center of 


France. 
"While I have been writing I sup- 
pose 1 have counted 20 airplanes pass | 
ing over us but they are not half as in 
tefesting as two w hich paid a visit 
to a town not far from where we stay 
ed a few nights ago. We had just gone 
to bed when we heard them coming and 
we were \ery much surprised when 
batteries from all the hills around us 
opened fire upon them. 
"If we had a freight train "at our dis 
posal we could have it filled with relic? 
of interest in the states. 
"The steady roar of the guns at th« 


front had a tendency to keep many o 
us awake some weeks ago. but now we 
go to sleep with them roarinK like a 
distant thunder and awaken only when 
they are shooting at our very" door. 
I'nless some of the reports are louo 
enough to jolt the fellows in bed. and 1 
KU»SS some of them even sleep through 
that.

Withoft, who is a grandson of Judge 
Swartz, writes most interestingly of 
the hazards encountered as a dispatch 
rider for divisional headquarters.

$66,000,000 DAILY. 


The United States government re- 


quires twenty-four 
billion dollars to 


meet its estimated expenditures in this 
fiscal year which began July 1, 1918.

"°At present our mail, both inbound

•'I guess this must be the rainy sea 


son over here as it has been raining 
off and on for some time. 
Night be- 


fore last J slept under a tree in the 
heart of a big forest and the rain just 
poured down all night long so when 
morning came, I was dripping wet. It 
has been raining all day today but we 
have our two man pup tents pitched 
and we have nothing to' do but lie in 
them and enjoy a day of absolute rest. 


"However, some of the light artil 


lerymen 
are 
not having it so nice. 


Their guns are near enough to us that 
the concussion of their firing shakes 
my writing pad. Every few seconds, 
three or four and sometimes more guns 
bark so sharply that they almost startle 
me: 


"During the past week I have seen 


a great number of Germans but thej 
had been seen by some 
infantrymen 


before I saw them. 
In other words 


they were dead dutchmen. There are 
also many dead horses lying along our 
roads and the stench that arises from 
the decaying bodies is sickening. 


"You have heard of the manner in 


which the Germans have violated the 
laws of humanity by bombing our hos- 
pitals and perhaps some doubt it but 
it is absolutely true. 


"We lost a man who had been sent 
to a hospital for treatment m just that 
manner." 


A few days later, Chiicote himself 


was wounded by an exploding shell, the 
details of which were printed several 
days ago. His next letter, written 
eight days after the one just quoted, 
•was from the base hospital where he 
was sent to recover from the wound. 


On August 
20, he wrote he was 
about to leave the hospital. 
He had 


been ordered to a replacement camp 
for equipment and transportation, to 
return to his old regiment. He speaks 
in highest terms of the treatment re- 
ceived at the hospital.

for German prisoners and hundreds of 
them could l»e seen within the enclos- 
ure. We had a i.inre American flag in 
our 'car and as we (Kissed those Ger- 
man .prisoners, we waved the flag so 
that they could «ee it. and so far as 
we could" see lhe\ made no response of 
any kind, but we could imagine that 
they must have --ten by the high spirit 
of the American soldiers on our train.

It is comical to see the barbers 
work in this French city. All of Ireir 
chairs are slraighl Ixick, a good deal 


like an ordinary dining room chair, 
and it is not much of a rest to sit in 
them while undergoing a close shave. 
After shaving a man, the barber fills 
a big bowl with water and tells the 
customer to get out of the chair and 
wash his own face in the bowl and 
dry it on the towel which has been put 
around his neck before shaving. Of 
course, old customers do not have to 
be told that they are to wash and dry 
their own face but green men, like 
myself, when first going into one of 
their shops, generally have to be told 
the second or third time before they 
can be made to understand _ that the 
barber is not expected to do all the 
work but that the customei himself 
must wash his own face after being 
shaved 


"Another boy and myself ate break- 
fast this morning in a restaurant on 
the square and had egg omelet, fried 
potatoes, lettuce salad, bread and Jam, 
and coffee with milk and sugar, for 8 
francs, or about 72 cents each in" Amer- 
ican money. 
We have our laundry 
work done by a French woman who 
resides near where we are Quartered 
and her price for the work is very hea- 
onable.
